She Encountered a Terrific Storm 


n Which She Lost Fifty- 


Five Horses. 


SEATTLE. Nov. 28.—With a cargo 


of dying horses and mules and 55 emp- 
ty stalls, the United States transport 
victoria returned-to port ;late,la»t 
night, having- been forced by an unpre- 
cedented stress of weather off Cape 
Flattery to turn back from, her voy- 
age to the Philippines. 
Of the 410 


horses and mules carried by the Vic- 
toria, taken on board November 23d, 
55 were literally -pounded, to death 
against the sides of their stalls in the 
storm and the remaining animals are 
so badly bruised that the officers of the 
vessel believe that many 
cannot be 


saved. 


The Victoria, sailed for the 
Philip- 


pines November 23d. 
As the straits 


were neared a high and dangerous sea 
:as encountered and the ship pitched 
nd rolled heavily, shipf 


and aft. 
The stress ol 


creased as the Victoria 
ward the open ocean. 
On the morn- 


ing of November 24th the vessel was 
rounded just outside the straits with 
her head to the wind. 
At 4 o'clock on 


the afternoon of that day sne was 
tossing on the .crest of the waves de- 
scribed In the log as mountain high, 
and the .strong gale blew thick with 
blinding mist. 
The transport labored 


heavily during the night and early the 
next morning steamed away, to the 
west, but began to roll BO dangerously 
that her head 
was again 
brought 


around to the wind. 
This day was a 


repetition of the preceding, with the 
addition of terrific scfualls. 
The rolling 


. and pitching of the ship now began to 


lave its effect upon the animals con- 
fined in their stalls.

courses are much overcrowded and that 


i public Rf.-ntimem needs to be aroused 
on the subject of relieving them. 
But 


thuse who do not know why they are 
crowded and what is superfluous are 
hardly sa*> guides when it comes to 
discarding. 
The schools are 
in a 


trsnsitUmal stag:**, between the old edu- 
cation snd the new. 
Educational 


leaders are not willing to i;lve np the 
beginning of the new, and the mipeda- 
fiosienl nul.'ljL1 Is not willing to give up 
thy remnants of the old, ami so, be- 
tween the upper and the nether mill- 
stone, the poor pupil is put through 
what he calls, with unconscious appro- 
priateness the "grind." 


What would those who are howling 


lh<* loudest at overcrowded curricula 
think of the proposal to simplify the 
course by abolishing reading, writing, 
arithmetic and spelling from most of 
tlie grades and subordinating them in 
all? Until the public can listen to a pro- 
posal like this without doubting the 
sanity of the proposer, a rational sim- 
plification of the school course will be 
impossible, and, in tli« meantime, an 
irrational and retrogressive simplifi- 
cation would be an even worse evil 
than the overcrowding. 


L>r. Dewcy, of the University of.Chi- 


cago,, one of the brightest educational 
thinkers of the. world, has established 
an experimental school in connection 
with the university, which illustrates 
what can be done in the way of true 
simplification. 
This 
school 
is 
not 


overcrowded with work; there is time 
for everything, and the children are 
eager for more than they get. The 
school has no desks, no rules, no text- 
books, and no lessons; there are no 
classes in reading, writing, arithmetic 
or spelling; the pupils pick up these 
things Incidentally 
while they 
are 


studying more important things. 
The 


results are phenomenal, and indicate 
something of the possibilities of. 
the 


education of. the future when It shall 
come. 
Is it not worth while to work 


patiently forward to this rational sim- 
plification, rather than give up in dis- 
gust and go back to the old barren 
formalism.

In a recent article on "the Rule of 


Public Opinion,' Thomas B. -Reed ex- 
presses the belief that the time is not 
far distant when the world will look

and witch burning are hoth horrible, 
but out of witch-burn ing- and all the 
inhuman tortures of the middle ages 
came nothing but evil to society and 


hing but brutalization to the gen- 


erations that Indulged in it, while out 
of war has come most of the 
social 


progress and a large part of the per- 
sonal heroism of history. 
War has al- 


ways had redeeming features; cruelty 
and injustice have at most had extenu- 
ating circumstances. 


The difference is that war is a part 


of human evolution at certain stages, 
while cruelty is a part of human de- 
pravity at all stages. It is only through 
public war that humanity has risen out 
of private war and made peace possi- 
ble. 
In the crucible of war the -na- 


tions have been formed which 
alone 


could protect the individual 
in 
his 


freedom. 
It is war that haa destroyed 


most of the immemorial wrongs, and, 
the end of war will come only when 
the last barrier to human progress 
which refuses to yield to anything else 
has been overthrown. 
Then we shall 


look back on war as monstrous, not so 
much for its cruelty and waste, as for 
the circumstances that made It possi- 
ble and necessary.

One 
letter was from a brother, written Oc- 
tober 18th -of this year, in response to 
a request for money. There was also 
a copy of a telegram sent to his broth- 
er in Georgia or him a short time ago 
asking for more money.

The temperature was several degree? 


above norms( ttfi the northwest coast, 
slightly above fft Southern California, 
normal in the Sacramento valley and in 
the vicinity of San Francisco, and b»- 
low normal in the Son Joaquln Valley. 
The rainfall 'was unusually heavy In 
Humboldt county, and generally in er- 
:ess of tbe normal in all other parts ot 
the state. In those sections where the 
seasonal rainfall 
has 
beejrv 
heavy, 


farming- operations have been retarded, 
the soil being too wet for plowing and 
seeding; In portions of the Sacramento 


alley and the northern San Joaquln. 


plowing and sowing have been discon- 
tinued, and no farm work can be don« 
until the soil dries; in the southern San 
Joaquin and Southern California this 
i'ork is now progressing satisfactorily, 
and a large acreage is being sown. 
Warm, dry weather for two or three 
•eeks would be beneficial. Green feed 


continues plentiful. 
Orange shipments 


are light, owing to the unfavorable con- 
ditions for picking. 
Southern Califor- 


nia oranges are ripening slowly, al- 
though picking has commenced In some 


•chards. 
In some sections fruit buds 


are swelling, though not so extensively 
as to cause alarm; and It la reported 
that cherry trees are in bloom in the 
vicinity of Vacaville, probably due to 
some disease of the trees. Early sown 
grain continues in fair condition, but 
would be benefitted by warmer weath- 
er. 
Light frosts are reported 
from 


many counties, but no damage was 
done.

I am re- 
quired through decency and respect of 
my fellow man to bury it. and I 
think, if those sheepmen have not the 
decency or pride to do the same, they 
should be made to do so by the law. 
I have spoken several times to the 
herders and all the satisfaction I got 
was: "You talk to the boss; it is not 
my beesness." 


I have had them .drop their sheep in 


front of my premises and t never would 
know it until they had passed and gone, 
or I would have tried what Tlrtue there 
was In a four year oM club. 
Now, I 


think there should be some way in 
which these fellows could be made to 
bury their dead, and if there is not now 
I think It is time our Board of Super- 
visors should pass an ordinance by 
which they would be compelled to do 
so.
